Despite the sharpshooting of 
veteran forward Jack Dwyer, St. 
Joseph went down' to their second 
defeat of the season before the 
methodically efficient play of St, 
Ambrose, by a score of 81-73. 
The high-scoring first quarter 
found St. Ambrose pouring 25 
points through the hoop for a 
three-point advantage, but the 
Pumas came back with 19 quick 
points in the second period and 
left the floor at halftime with a 
41-39 lead. 

The third period was also fought 
on fairly even terms and mainly 
through the efforts of Dwyer, 
whose nine baskets and three free 
throws for 21 points gaye him top 
scoring honors for both teams, St.

eyed Belgian, recently arrived from 
Canada, where he spent four years 
farming in Cornwall, Ontario, re- 
counted the story of hi§ life. 

Bom in Malines, Belgium, about 
30 years ago, Luc attended agri- 
” cultural - college there, learning 
how to operate a farm. He hasten- 
ed to explain that the Belgian in- 
stitution was not like St. Joseph’s, 
for example. In his college, “there 
was a long hall— so — with beds 
here . . . here ; . . here . . . maybe 
fifty,” indicating a wide expanse 

of dormitory with closely-situated 
f beds. Speaking with, a slight ac- 
cent and gesticulating in the 
typical French manner, he explain- 
■ -ed that his college was smaller, 
everyone had to attend 5:00 daily 
Mass and two on Sunday, and no 
one dared look at girls when visit- 
ing .neighboring towns. There 
were no dances on campus, some- 
thing he regards as unusual. 

In Belgium, all men from 16 to 
35 were drafted into the army, 
with students being allowed to 
finish their education first. When 
the German blitzkrieg struck, how- 
ever, there was no time to organ- 
ize the army and Luc fled to 
France. 

In France, Luc joined up with 
, several French and British going 
back to England. On his way, Luc 
took the wrong road and ended up 
in France for the. duration of the 
war. His wartime experiences 
would be “too long” to relate, he 
said, throwing his arms wide,, but 
he did remark that three times he 

After the war, Luc returned to 
Belgium, but, with farms razed, 
opportunities were bleak. The 
government offered a chance to 
farm in the Belgian Congo, but 
Luc elected to try his luck in the 
New World and came to Canada, 
because it was “French and 
- Catholic.” He visited the U. S. 
several times and eventually decid- 
ed to live here. 

In comparing -Canada and the 
United States to the European 
countries, he remarked that here 

there was “too much racket,” and 

too much officiality. “In France, 
you ask your neighbor to lend 
... this or that; he says OK; you go 
away. Over here, you must sign 
papers first. Then you get what 
« you want.” However, Luc does 
believe that the U. S. offers better 
opportunity for workers and is 
not so addicted to the class 
system. 

Luc also cited the trend toward 
socialism in this country, especial- 
ly in regard to unemployment. , 

The new dairy chief is married, 
has two children born in Canada, 
and resides, on the college grounds 
with his family. He has no further 
plans .for the future beyond stay- 
ing here.
